DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the provisional application: 
60/347,81 1 with a filing date 01/10/2002. 

2. Amendment of claims 1 and 3, cancellation of claims 2, 4-5, 7 and 9-16 in the 
amendment filed on February 26, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 1 , 3, 6 and 8 are 
pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Since the non-elected subject matter, i.e., heteroaromatic, heteroaliphatic ring, 
the variable R b and R c are connected by an aromatic ring phenyl structure thereof and 
the variable R c and R e are connected by an aromatic ring phenyl structure thereof, Ar 1 
or Ar 2 representing cycloalkyl having hetero atoms selected from sulfur, oxygen, and 
nitrogen, have been eliminated from claims 1 , 3, 6 and 8, the objection of claims 1 , 3, 6 
and 8 has been overcome in the amendment filed on February 26, 2008. 

4. Claims 1 , 3, 6 and 8 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. The closest reference is Patel's US 5,348,948, 
which discloses 2,2-diaryl-1-(oxa and thia)-2A-azonia-2-borataacenaphthiene fungicidal. 
The difference between the instant claims and Patel's is that the instant processes of 
making compounds of formula (I) has not been found. A suggestion for modification of 
above reference to obtain the instant processes of making has not been found. Claims 

1 , 3, 6 and 8 are allowed.
